Picked Up in Paper Mills. 
[WRITTEN FOR THE JOURNAI -]

A machine tender who took pride in 
having every bit of brass work around his 
end of the mill kept bright and clean lately 
heard someone say that if a fine polish was 
put on the brass and then a coat of trans- 
parent lacquer was laid thereon the brass 
would keep bright a long time. 

This man determined to try it on the caps 
on the end of the calender rolls and on some 
other fixtures around the mill. He bought 
some lacquer, gave the brass a fine polish, 
rubbed off every vestige of the polishing 
material (used clean waste for this purpose) 
and then proceeded to apply the lacquer. 
When this machine tender got through he 
was ready to curse the lacquer business and 
the man who told him of it. The streaks of 
varnish on the bright brass work resem- 
bled nothing else so much as they did a 
miniature eruption of Vesuvius. There 
were big streaks, little streaks, spots and 
all other imaginable forms, except a smooth, 
even surface. 

If this man had ** known how 
have had no trouble in lacquering. 
work at all to do anything as long as you 
know how. Instead of buying a lacquer for 
the purpose, compounded of unknown ma- 
terial, he had procured a little of the best 
bleached shellac and alcohol, nothing else 
would have been required for his brass. 
Polish up the brass by using some coarse 
material first and then use crocus or putty 
powder. Ifa polished surface exists which 
has only become tarnished, any of the polish- 
ing putties in the market will give the neces-

sary gloss. 

Take a calender end cap for the experi- 
ment. Most of these caps will come off and 
can be lacquered and replaced without mar- 
ring the surface. If the cap will not come 
off after a polish has been secured, brush it 
quickly over with nitric acid and water, 
using a sponge tied on to the end of a stick 
for this purpose. Don’t let the acid remain 
longer than possible, but instantly rinse off 
with cold water; then apply hot water un- 
til the object has become quite warm ; in 
fact, the hotter the better. If hot enough 
to cause the brush to smoke when applying 
it will do no harm, but it should not be hot 
enough to burn the lacquer. 

After the hot water has been applied 
brush over with the best alcohol that can 
then 
wipe 


be obtained ; the lacquer. 
Never try 
lacquer from the brush on the side of the 
pail; a coating an thick will 
gather there and be in the way, besides 
making so much waste. Put a wire across 
the middle of the pail or can about an inch 
below the top ; use this wire for wiping out 
the brush, and wipe it as dry as possible 
before applying it to the work. 

Use the very tip of the brush; go very 
slow and carry a steady hand. Put on two 
coats and the metal will stay polished as 
long as it is not struck or scraped hard 
enough to break off the lacquer. There is 
one vital point in the lacquer business. It 
is this: Never touch the work with the fin- 
gers while it is being prepared for the var- 
nish, for the fingers are always greasy, no 
matter how clean they may be, and a touch 
from a single finger will cause a ‘‘ cat’s eye

Speaking of lacquering and polishing 
brings to mind the trouble I had in cleaning 
up bolts, nuts and small parts of a steam 
engine which had been shipped on an open

tacked the larger parts of the machine ; the

of the pieces had lost their rust. 


but not enough to affect the iron very much. 
Some of the worst rusted pieces were left 
several hours longer, but were thoroughly 
cleaned. 

The articles were rinsed in water after be- 
ing taken from the bath and dipped in am- 
monia to neutralize any trace of acid which 
might cause any rusting after the engine 


was in place.

The writer has done 
the job many times by hand, first mounting 
the gear on the shaft and then scribing a 
line on both ends of the tooth, then spacing 
off with the dividers, marking each tooth 
with a templet. The teeth may be brought 
quickly to these corners by means of cross 
files and the occasional use of a cold chisel.

Incidents of the Tariff. 





Much has been said about the dis- 
tressful effects of the tariff. A few incidents 
which demonstrate where these effects are 
most or least felt may therefore be of in- 
terest. 


The Zextile Manufacturing World, England, 
remarks: ‘‘ The tariff has affected the firm 
of Lister & Co. tosuch an extent that they 
announce a reduction in wages of about 15 
per cent. all round.”’ It will be noted that 
this does not refer to an American house. 


The Jron Trade Fournal, London, says: 
‘* We learn from the Board of Trade Fournal, 
which is the official publication, that there 
were no fewer than sixty strikes among 
workmen in this country (Great Britain) dur- 
ing the month of December, the Scotch 
railway strike being one of them, and unless 
the McKinley tariff is moderated or removed 
it is just possible we may soon hear of other 
strikes to resist the reduction of wages 
which diminished business may render nec- 
essary.’’ 

Now for another phase. It is stated on 
good authority that Edward T. Steel, one 
of the largest importers of Philadelphia, 
will enter the manufacturing business and 
will immediately build a large worsted mill 
in Bristol, Pa., employ four hundred or five 
hundred operatives and supply his cus- 
tomers with American instead of foreign 
goods. 


On January 31, Alfred Dolge, felt manu- 
facturer, Dolgeville, N. Y., met his em- 
ployees at their twenty-second annual re- 
union to make a division of profits. In his 
remarks on this occasion he said: ‘‘If we 
want to reduce the hours of labor we must, 
first of all, have protection against the 
cheaper labor, and that is why I am an un- 
compromising protectionist. Take our own 
industry. At every reunion since 1883 I had 
to remind you that we were utterly at the 
mercy of our foreign competitor, that he 
could drive us out of the market if he chose 
to doso. The duty on felt has been raised 
about 40 per cent., and yet the importer 
sells his felt at the same price as before, 
because of our competition. Is this not con- 
vincing proof that he could have sold his 
felt at 40 per cent. less before the McKinley 
bill was passed, if he wanted to, and there- 
by make the manufacture of felt in America 
impossible? Our foreign competitors can- 
not wipe us out at their pleasure any more. 
We feel that we stand on solid ground. We 
can compete with them now in prices, and 
our orders are increasing. Hence we can 
raise wages, to the chagrin of our good 
friends, the free traders, also, because of 
this certainty of peaceful existence. I pro- 
pose to try for one year the experiment of 
shortening the hours of labor from ten to 
nine and one-half hours per day. I have, 
for the purpose of encouraging you, raised 
the wages where it was possible and de- 
served. This amounts to nearly 1244 per 
cent. on wages paid so far, and I hope that 
at ournext reunion I can state that this raise 
of wages has been a wise and justified 
move. There is the benefit you have so far 
derived from the McKinley bill—higher 
wages and shorter time. I say to you to- 
night that if the McKinley bill is to be re- 
placed by a free trade measure you will 
either have to work twelve hours a day soon 
after, or I will have to move the machinery 
to Europe.’’

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. The Statute of Frauds.*

The statute of frauds, as it isknown to 
the legal world, is a force in the commercial 
world which is very often felt by the busi 
ness man, but which is evidently very gen 
erally misunderstood, or not understood at 
all, by many men whose affairs are directly 
affected by its operation. In the first place, 
it is the provision of the statute of frauds 
regarding contracts which must be in writ-

ing which often occasions trouble. 


force in nearly, if not quite, all the States, a 
contract which by its terms is not to be per 
formed within one year must be in writing. 
But in orderto make this provision effective 
it must definitely appear from the terms of 
to be 


the contract itself that it is not per 


formed within a year. There are many 


contracts which in fact are not to be per 
formed within a year which are not within 
the statute of frauds, because by the terms 
as agreed upon by the parties they might 


be performed within a year. A contract 


which is entered into at a specified date, to |

statute if between the time it is to be 
a year does not elapse, although the time of 
the termination of the contract is more than 
a year from the time it was actually en- 
tered into. It is the period of performance 
which determines whether or not it is with- 
in the statute. 

A very important provision of the statute 
of frauds, in its practical bearing upon com- 
mercial transactions, is that which requires 
that every sale of personal property of the 
value of more than a specified sum, in some 
States $50 and in others $100, which is not 
evidenced by written instrument properly 
spread upon the public records, must, in 
order to be valid as against the creditors of 
the seller, be accompanied by an actual 
and immediate change of possession, which 
change must continue unbroken. This is 
to prevent debtors from claiming, after a 
levy under execution or other process, that 
the property levied upon had been sold 
prior to the levy, and therefore is the prop- 
erty of another. The law is founded upon 
the rule that possession of personal prop- 
erty is prima facie evidence of title, and that 
change of possession passes title presump- 
tively. 
knowledge to the contrary, a man has a 
right to presume that personal property 
which he finds in the possession of another 
belongs to the one who has it in his posses- 
A proper instrument placed on file 
in the place provided by law is constructive 
notice to all of the rights of others, and the 
law requires either this or actual posses- 
sion.

It is a fundamental principle of 
the law of contracts that in order to be sub- 
ject to enforcement in the courts of law it 
is necessary for a contract to rest upon a 
valid consideration.

One of the most common forms 
of this contract in business is that by which 
one person takes another to a merchant and 
guarantees the payment by the latter for 
any goods he may purchase. It very fre- 
quently happens that when the merchant is 
driven to the guaranty as a last resort for 
his money he finds that the statute of 
frauds stands as a bar to the enforcement 
of what he supposed was a perfect contract. 
If Jones goes with Smith into the store of 
Brown and says to Brown, ‘‘ Let Smith have 
what goods he wants, and I will see that 
you are paid,’’ the agreement is one which 
cannot be enforced against Jones because 
the merchant relied upon the credit of Smith, 
to some extent at least, and the law will not 
attempt to analyze the extent to which 
Brown relied upon Smith, and the extent to 
which he relied upon Jones. But if Jones 
says directly and squarely, ‘*Let Smith have 
what goods he wants, and if he does not pay 
for them I will,’’ that is a contract which is

Gen. Charles B. Norton, of New York, 
died of paralysis in Chicago January 29. He 
world’s fair committee to advise them in 
their work.

CHARLES LENNIG. 


Charles Lennig, the well-known chemical 
manufacturer, of Philadelphia, Pa., died 
early on the morning of January 30, at his 
residence, 231 South Eighteenth street in 
that city, from exhaustion, due to old age. 


Mr. Lennig was born at Mayence, in Ger- 
many, in 1809, and came to this country in 
1819, with his father, the late Nicholas 
Lennig. The latter established himself in 
the business of a manufacturing chemist, 
which he had learned in France, and by him | 
the house of Lennig & Co. was established 
in 1831. Four years later the elder Lennig 
died and the business was left in charge of | 
the eldest son, who, in 1859, associated his 
cousin, Mr. Frederick Lennig, in business 
with himself. Upon the death of the junior 
partner, in 1863, the firm was changed to 


Mr. Lening, when a young man, traveled 
extensively in Europe and Mexico and de- 
voted himself to the study of chemical manu- 
facture. At the time that oil of vitriol was 
first manufactured by a French chemist Mr. 
Lenning paid for permission to enter the 
works and study the process of making sul- 
phuric acid. 





Profiting by his knowledge gained there, 
he returned to Philadelphia and was instru- 
mental in erecting large works at Port Rich- 
mond, where for five years the manufacture 
of the acid was carried on extensively. To 
Mr. Lenning was also due the introduction of 
the alum industry in Philadelphia.
